REVISED  MEAT-INSPECTION  REGULATIONS. 

The  meat-inspection  regulations  have  been  revised  and  will  be  issued  as  B.  A.  I. 
Order  211  (Revised),  effective  November  1, 1922.  Copies  will  be  mailed  to  inspectors 
in  charge,  official  establishments,  transportation  companies,  and  others  on  the  bureau's 
list.  .   • 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  will  promptly  distribute  copies  of  the 
regulations  to  members  of  their  forces.  Since  many  changes  have  been  made  to 
bring  the  regulations  in  line  with  present  conditions,  all  employees  should  carefully 
study  the  revised  regulations  and  familiarize  themselves  with  the  requirements  for 
their  guidance  in  the  work  of  meat  inspection.  Additional  copies  will  be  furnished 
upon  request. 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  principal  changes  in  the  revised  regulations,  as 
follows: 

Regulation  4,  section  1,  paragraph  2,  emphasizes  the  importance  of  drawings  con- 
sisting of  floor  plans,  elevations,  and  sections,  with  other  prints  and  with  specifica- 
tions, accompanying  applications  for  inspection. 

Regulation  5,  section  2,  paragraph  2,  specifies  the  conditions  under  which  inspection 
may  be  inaugurated  in  buildings  containing  living  quarters. 

Regulation  6,  section  4,  is  extended  to  include  other  employees  than  those  detailed 
to  routine  duties. 

Regulation  7,  section  1,  requires  janitor  service  for  bureau  offices  in  establishments. 

Regulation  8,  section  2,  is  extended  to  include  the  submission  of  triplicate  copies  of 
complete  drawings  consisting  of  floor  plans,  elevations,  and  sections  properly  drawn 
to  scale. 

Regulation  8,  section  3,  paragraph  7,  qualifies  the  restrictions  pertaining  to  the  use 
of  poisons  in  extenninating  flies,  rodents,  and  vermin  from  compartments  containing 
exposed  edible  products. 

Regulation  8,  section  10,  paragraph  1,  extends  the  sanitary  requirements  to  operating 
and  storage  rooms  and  departments  used  for  inedible  products. 

Regulation  8,  section  11,  paragraph  2,  provides  that  equine  animals  owned  or  used  by 
official  establishments  on  the  premises  shall  be  free  from  disease  communicable  to 
man. 

Regulation  10,  section  7,  provides  that  the  requirement  for  final  inspection  room  or 
place  may  be  waived  for  slaughter  floors  equipped  with  approved  moving-top  inspec- 
tion tablets. 

Regulation  10,  section  8,  paragraph  1,  provides  that  the  skin  or  hide  which  is  to 
remain  on  a  carcass  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  and  cleaned  before  incision  is  made 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  any  part  thereof  or  for  evisceration. 

Regulation  10,  section  8,  paragraph  2,  requires  the  removal  of  hoofs  and  claws  from 
hog  carcasses. 

Regulation  10,  section  8,  paragraph  3,  eliminates  the  use  of  bichlorid  of  mercury  for 
disinfecting  skins. 

Regulation  11,  section  21,  paragraph  1,  prescribes  conditions  for  the  condemnation  of 
carcasses  of  young  animals. 

Regulation  11,  section  21,  paragraph  2,  prohibits  the  removal  of  hides  or  skins  from 
carcasses  of  unborn  or  stillborn  animals  in  rooms  in  which  edible  product  is  handled. 

Regulation  13,  section  1,  'paragraph  2,  requires  the  suppression  of  odors. 

Regulation  16,  section  3,  paragraph  1,  provides  for  the  marking  of  sausage  containing 
vegetable  starch,  vegetable  flour,  or  milk  or  its  derivatives. 

Regulation  16,  section  3,  paragraph  3,  provides  for  the  marking  of  products  in  animal 
casings  to  show  the  percentage  of  added  benzoate  of  soda. 

Regulation  16,  section  7,  paragraph  1,  requires  the  application  of  domestic  meat 
labels  under  market  inspection  to  only  such  containers  as  are  used  to  convey  unmarked 
inspected  and  passed  products. 

Regulation  16,  section  9,  is  modified  so  as  to  omit  the  requirements  previously  im- 
posed relative  to  the  application  of  the  name  of  the  product  to  containers  of  inedible 
fat,  and  specifies  that  the  prescribed  white  background  for  the  word  "inedible"  shall 
be  applied  -with  durable  paint,  the  regulation  being  designed  to  preclude  effacement 
of  the  marking  upon  handling  or  exposure  to  the  weather. 

Regulation  16,  section  10,  paragraph  2,  provides  for  durable  labeling  of  tank  cars 
containing  inspected  and  passed  product  and  destined  to  establishments  not  under 
Federal  inspection. 

Regulation  16,  section  11,  paragraph  2,  provides  for  the  marking  of  products  intended 
for  the  United  States  Marine  Corps. 

Regulation  17,  section  1,  paragraph  1,  is  modified  so  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  of 
applying  trade  labels  to  shipping  containers. 

Regulation  17,  section  2,  paragraph  4,  authorizes  the  omission  of  the  embossed 
establishment  number  from  certain  metal  containers  bearing  lithographed  labels  in 
which  the  establishment  number  is  incorporated. 

Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraphs  2  and  4,  include  provisions  for  the  labeling  of 
sausage  and  other  meat  food  products  containing  vegetable  starch,  vegetable  flour, 
or  milk  or  its  derivatives,  while  paragraph  3  of  this  section  provides  for  specific  label- 
ing of  meat  food  products  in  animal  casings  other  than  sausage. 

Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraphs  5  and  6,  provide  for  the  designation  '"'meat  by- 
products" applicable  to  edible  parts  of  the  head  other  than  flesh  and  fat,  edible  parts 
of  the  viscera,  or  other  similar  edible  parts,  and  the  ultimate  discontinuance  of  the 
designation  ''meat  products"  in  connection  with  these  articles. 

Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  7,  is  amended  to  permit  the  addition  of  hydro- 
genated  lard  to  lard  without  the  declaration  of  such  added  substance.  This  will 
be  construed  to  include  lard  prepared  by  partially  hydrogenating  a  complete  batch. 
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Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  8,  includes  provisions  for  labeling  lard  containing 
vegetable  stearin. 

Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  9,  is  amended  to  include  half  barrels  among  the 
containers  of  compound  which,  immediately  after  filling,  are  required  to  be  marked 
on  one  end  and  on  the  side  near  the  end  with  the  true  name  of  the  product. 

Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  10,  provides  for  the  marking  of  containers  of 
meat  packed  with  borax. 

Regulation  18,  section  1,  paragraph  2,  prescribes  inspection  requirement  in  con- 
nection with  freezing  of  meat  and  product. 

Regulation  18,  section  5,  paragraph  4,  requires  the  pasteurization  of  milk,  cream,  or 
butter  constituents  of  oleomargarine. 

Regulation  18,  section  6,  paragraph  4,  prescribes  the  conditions  under  which  cereal 
and  vegetable  products  may  be  added  to  sausage. 

Regulation  18,  section  6,  paragraph  13,  prescribes  the  conditions  under  which  milk, 
dried  milk,  and  analogous  substances  and  products  may  be  added  to  sausage. 

Regulation  18,  section  7,  paragraph  5,  indicates  the  manner  in  which  meats  passed 
for  sterilization  may  be  utilized  and  the  required  process  and  marking. 

Regulation  24,  section  1,  paragraph  1,  provides  for  the  application  of  meat-inspection 
stamps  to  containers  of  products  shipped  to  the  Philippines  as  well  as  of  those  for 
export. 

Regulation  24,  section  1,  paragraph  4,  requires  the  application  of  the  modified  meat- 
inspection  stamp  to  containers  of  fresh  pork  cuts  and  organs  exported  to  Great  Britain. 

Regulation  24,  section  1,  paragraph  5,  requires  the  application  of  the  meat-inspection 
stamp  to  tank  cars  of  inspected  and  passed  lard  and  similar  edible  product  for  ship- 
ment to  Canada. 

Regulation  24,  section  2,  paragraph  1,  includes  a  provision  for  the  issuance  of  cer- 
tificates for  shipments  of  inspected  and  passed  meat  and  products  to  the  Philippines. 

Regulation  24,  section  2,  paragraph  5,  specifies  that  the  duplicate  of  the  export 
certificate  be  delivered  by  the  shipper  to  the  agent  of  the  railroad  or  other  overland 
carrier  or  to  the  chief  officer  of  the  vessel,  and  provides  for  its  use  only  for  the  pur- 
pose of  effecting  the  transportation  of  the  consignment  certified. 

Regulation  24,  section  3,  paragraph  1,  is  amended  to  include  railroads  and  carriers 
other  than  vessels  among  the  transportation  agencies  required  to  demand  export 
certificates  for  meat  and  products  to  be  transported  to  certain  countries.  Canada 
and  Venezuela  are  added  to  the  list  of  such  countries. 

Regulation  24,  section  3,  paragraphs  2  to  8,  outline  special  requirements  incident  to 
the  issuance  of  export  certificates  to  certain  countries. 

Regulation  24,  section  4,  paragraph  1,  is  amended  to  include  grease  among  the 
products  for  which  inedible  product  stamps  and  certificates  may  be  issued,  and 
paragraph  2  prescribes  the  modofication  of  inedible-product  certificates  for  shipments 
to  Norway  and  Sweden. 

Regulation  25,  section  7,  contains  a  change  in  the  wording  of  the  shipper's  certificate 
to  accompany  products  shipped  under  a  certificate  of  exemption. 
'    Regulation  25,  section  10,  amends  the  statement  to  be  applied  to  or  accompany  the 
waybills  or  other  carriers'  papers  incident  to  shipments  of  meat  or  meat  products,  so 
as  to  include  a  reference  to  the  permit  filed  with  the  initial  carrier. 

Regulation  25,  section  14,  is  amended  to  include  hides,  horns,  hoofs,  and  certain 
inedible  fats  among  the  products  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Regulation  25. 

Regulation  27,  section  5,  eliminates  former  provisions  requiring  transshipment  cer- 
tificates for  meat  and  products  originating  in  foreign  countries  other  than  that  from 
which  the  product  was  exported  to  the  United  States,  and  prescribes  the  form  of 
certificate  which  will  be  acceptable.  The  former  provisions  requiring  an  indorse- 
ment by  foreign  carriers  on  foreign  meat-inspection  certificates  are  omitted. 

Regulation  27,  section  6,  modifies  former  requirements  and  specifies  that  importers' 
applications  for  inspection  shall  state  the  name  of  the  country  from  which  the  meat 
and  products  were  shipped,  omitting  specific  reference  to  points  of  origin  or  trans- 
shipment. 

Regulation  27,  section  10,  paragraph  2,  is  amended  by  omitting  the  requirements 
specifying  the  application  of  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  place  of  preparation 
to  true  containers  of  imported  products. 

Regulation  29  supersedes  the  regulations  pertaining  to  the  inspection  and  handling 
of  horse  meat  and  meat  food  products  thereof,  as  contained  in  amendment  9  to  B. 
A.I.  Order  211.  Section  3,  paragraph  2,  of  this  regulation,  provides  for  the  applica- 
tion of  the  mallein  test  to  horses  suspected  of  being  infected  with  glanders,  and  further 
specifies  that  horses  suspected  of  being  infected  with  dourine  shall  be  held  for  further 
examination  or  testing. 
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NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  THE  MARKS  OF  INSPECTION  ON  USED  CONTAINERS. 

As  the  marks  of  Federal  inspection  on  barrels,  boxes,  etc.,  which  previously  con- 
tained meats,  are  not  always  destroyed  before  such  containers  are  refilled,  and  in 
some  instances  show  an  incorrect  establishment  number,  the  attention  of  owners  and 
operators  of  official  establishments  and  others  is  directed  to  section  11,  Regulation  17, 
which  provides  that  no  marks  of  Federal  inspection  which  have  been  previously  used 
shall  be  again  used  for  the  identification  of  any  meat  or  product  and  all  stencils, 
marks,  labels,  or  other  devices,  whether  relating  to  any  meat  or  product  or  otherwise. 
on  previously  used  containers  shall  be  removed  or  obliterated  before  such  containers 
are  used  for  any  meat  or  product,  unless  such  stencils,  marks,  labels,  or  other  devices 
correctly  indicate  the  article  to  be  packed  therein  and  such  containers  are  refilled 
under  the  supervision  of  bureau  employees. 

INSPECTION  OF  EXEMPTED  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Each  establishment  operating  under  a  certificate  of  exemption  in  any  city  or  town 
where  a  bureau  inspector  is  regularly  detailed  for  duty  should  be  properly  listed  by 
the  inspector  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  having  jurisdiction,  and  these  establish- 
ments should  be  visited  once  every  six  months  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  any 
change  in  the  character  or  volume  of  the  business,  the  sanitary  conditions  which 
obtain,  and  whether  the  regulations  are  being  complied  with  in  all  respects.  Failure 
to  comply  with  the  regulations,  and  changes  in  firm  name  or  location,  should  be 
promptly  reported,  and  exemption  certificates  which  are  no  longer  required  by 
holders  thereof  should  be  secured  and  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office.

TEXAS-FEVER    QUARANTINE— PLACES    TO    WHICH    SOUTHERN    CATTLE 
MAY  BE  SHIPPED  FOR  IMMEDIATE  SLAUGHTER. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  places  to  which  southern  cattle 
may  be  shipped  for  immediate  slaughter  under  State  and  Federal  permission.  (See 
circular  letter  of  June  14,  1918.) 

Permission  withdrawn . 

Virginia:  Daniille—A.  Greenberg. 

Xorfolk. — Banks  Brothers;  (Berkley)  Union  Stock  Yards. 

Richmond. — Richmond  Union  Stock  Yards. 

(This  action  is  in  compliance  with  an  order  promulgated  by  the  Virginia  State  live 
stock  sanitary  board,  dated  May  31,  1922,  that  no  cattle  infested  with  Texas-fever 
ticks  (Margaropus  annulatus)  and  no  cattle  originating  in  any  area  under  State  or 
Federal  quarantine  on  account  of  southern,  splenetic,  or  Texas  fever  shall  be  trans- 
ported, driven  on  foot,  or  otherwise  moved  from  such  quarantined  or  infested  area 
into  the  State  of  Virginia,  on  and  after  September  1,  1922.) 

Tennessee:  Chattanooga. — J.  H.  Allison  &  Co. 

(This  action  is  in  compliance  with  official  order  No.  63,  promulgated  by  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  and  State  veterinarian  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  which 
prohibits  the  movement  of  tick-infested  cattle  into,  within,  or  through  the  State  of 
Tennessee  for  any  purpose,  on  and  after  March  15,  1922.) 

Change  of  firm  name  to  avoid  confusion. 

Pennsylvania:  Pittsburgh. — The  firm  name  of  Dunlevy  Packing  Co.  is  hereby 
changed  to  Dunlevy-Franklin  Co. 


PERMITTED  DISINFECTANTS. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the  regulations  of  this  department 
governing  the  interstate  movement  of  live  stock  (B.  A  I.  Order  273),  the  bureau  has 
granted  permission  for  the  use  of  "  San-I-Sol, "  manufactured  by  McLaughlin  Gormley 
King  Co.,  1715  Fifth  Street  SE.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  as  a  saponified  cresol  solution, 
in  the  general  disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and  other  premises. 
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In  accordance  with  the  same  regulations  permission  has  been  granted  for  the  use  of 
"Solcreo  S.  L."  manufactured  by  The  Standard  Laboratories,  847  West  Jackson 
Boulevard,  Chicago.  111.,  as  a  saponified  cresol  solution,  in  the  general  disinfection  of 
cars,  yards,  and  other  premises. 


STOCKYARDS  FOR  NONINFECTIOUS  CATTLE. 

The  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway  (Southern  Pacific  lines)  having 
provided  facilities  in  accordance  with  section  4,  Regulation  2,  B.  A.  I.  Order  273,  for 
handling  noninfectious  cattle  for  feed,  water,  and  rest,  en  route  at  Palacios,  Tex., 
these  facilities  have  been  authorized  for  that  use. 


STATEROOMS  OR  BERTHS  ON  STEAMBOATS  AND  OTHER  VESSELS. 

In  exchanging  Government  transportation  requests  for  staterooms  or  berths  on 
steamboats  or  other  vessels,  employees  should  indicate  on  the  face  of  the  request, 
in  their  own  handwriting,  the  value  of  the  accommodations  secured. 

If  only  one  request  is  issued  by  the  employee  to  cover  both  fare  and  stateroom  or 
berth,  the  value  of  each  service  required  should  be  shown  on  the  face  of  the  request  by 
the  employee,  in  his  own  handwriting. 

Unless  this  is  done,  under  printed  terms  of  the  transportation  request,  accommo- 
dations at  the  lowest  rate  quoted  by  the  carrier  will  be  furnished. 


VETERINARIAN  WANTED  AS  CITY  MEAT  INSPECTOR. 

The  city  of  Wenatchee,  Wash.,  has  recently  passed  a  meat-inspection  ordinance 
and  wishes  to  employ  a  qualified  veterinarian  on  full  time  to  conduct  the  inspection 
at  two  slaughterhouses  and  at  retail  markets.  The  salary  will  be  fixed  by  the  city 
council.  It  is  estimated  that  the  inspection  fees  will  amount  to  at  least  $2,700  a 
year.  Any  one  desiring  the  position  should  apply  to  the  city  council,  Wenatchee, 
Wash.,  stating  his  qualifications  and  the  salary  expected. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS. 

RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  FUNDS— COLLECTION  OF  CLAIMS— DOUBLE  COMPENSATION. 

Paragraph  11  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  department  is  amended  by  memo- 
randum 394  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  read  as  follows: 

11.  Responsibility  for  funds  due  the  United  States. — Unless  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  writing,  no  employee  of  this  department  not 
bonded  to  the  United  States  shall  receive  or  accept  moneys  or  remittances  of  any 
character  for  the  account  of  the  United  States. 

Collection  -procedure. 

Bureau.— The  chief  of  each  bureau  shall  exercise  administrative  supervision  over 
all  claims  accruing  to  the  United  States  from  any  activity  of  such  bureau.  He  shall 
see  that  proper  steps  are  taken  to  record  the  facta  in  each  case  and  that  the  amount  of 
each  claim  due  the  United  States  is  promptly  ascertained  and  a  demand  for  pay- 
ment presented  to  the  debtor  in  the  manner  hereinafter  indicated.  In  presenting  a 
claim,  whether  the  amount  be  liquidated  or  unliquidated,  bureau  officers,  except 
district  officers  of  the  Forest  Sendee  and  others  specifically  exempted,  shall  prepare 
and  forward  Claim  Forms  a  and  b  to  the  debtor.  Forms  c  and  d  will  be  prepared  at 
the  same  time  and  the  former  immediately  forwarded  direct  to  the  disbursing  clerk 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  Form  d  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  accounting  office  of  the  bureau  concerned.     In  preparing  Forms  a,  b,  c,  and  d, 
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when  the  amount  payable  is  not  liquidated  in  advance  as  in  the  case  of  property  to 
be  sold  at  auction,  on  consignment,  or  by  board  of  survey,  the  blank  following* the 
dollar  sign  should  be  filled:  "See  account  sales  attached'"  or  "See  itemized  state- 
ment attached.''  In  each  such  case  the  deposit  should  be  to  the  credit  of  *"Mr. 
Zappone.  Special  Account. ;"  and  the  letter  should  recite  that  the  remittance  "was  on 
account  of  (here  should  follow  a  complete  statement  of  the  claim,  detailed  and  item- 
ized in  such  manner  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  bureau  and  the  general  accounting 
officers  to  verify  any  settlement  tendered  by  the  debtor ).  Should  the  form  provide 
insufficient  space,  the  details  may  be  recorded  on  a  separate  sheet,  copy  of  Avhich 
should  be  attached  to  each  form.  These  form  letters  of  transmittal  will  be  numbered 
consecutively  and  a  record  kept  cf  the  use.  destruction,  or  disposition  made  of  each 
number. 

When  notified  by  the  disbursing  clerk  that  a  payment  has  been  received,  the  bureau 
records  will  be  completed  to  show  the  date  and  amount  of  payment  and  the  Treasury 
account  in  which  the  amount  was  deposited.  Should  the  deposit  have  been  made  in 
Mr.  Zappone 's  special  account,  the  bureau  will  take  prompt  action  to  verify  the 
amount  of  the  remittance,  and  if  the  settlement  is  acceptable,  the  disbursing  clerk 
will  be  promptly  instructed  to  transfer  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  appro- 
priation or  Treasury  account. 

Should  it  become  necessary,  in  order  to  enforce  payment,  to  deduct  by  way  of 
set-off  from  an  account  incurred  by  a  bureau,  a  complete  statement  of  the  tacts  will 
be  attached  to  the  voucher  against  which  set-off  is  checked.  The  case  will  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  office  of  inspection  as  outlined  in  paragraph  5|.  When  set-off  can 
not  be  checked  against  a  voucher  of  the  bureau,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  essential 
facts  will  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  inspection  for  appropriate  action. 

Disbursing  clerk. — Upon  receipt  of  Form  c  the  disbursing  clerk  will  enter  in  a  record 
book  the  date  of  the  claim  and  name  of  the  debtor  and  a  brief  summary  of  the  nature 
of  the  claim.  He  will  then  file  Form  c  in  an  alphabetical  file  under  the  name  of 
the  debtor.  Upon  receipt  of  remittance  he  will  complete  the  book  record  to  show 
the  amount  received,  date  of  receipt,  the  date  of  deposit  in  the  Treasury,  and  the 
account  to  which  the  deposit  was  credited.  Form  c  will  be  stamped  to  show  the 
date  of  receipt,  and  the  amount  received  will  be  forwarded  to  the  general  accounting 
office  quarterly  with  the  abstract  of  the  money  receipts. 

Remittances  will  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  on  the  next 
business  day  after  receipt,  or  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  Deposits  will  be  made 
to  the  account  indicated  unless  such  action  is  obviously  in  error,  or  the  remittance 
differs  from  the  demand,  in  which  event  the  form  should  be  changed  to  "Mr.  Zap- 
pone. Special  Account."  remittance  so  deposited,  and  the  bureau  requested  to  adjust 
the  matter.  After  adjustment,  the  sum  in  question  will  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of 
the  proper  account. 

Unless  otherwise  requested  by  a  bureau,  the  disbursing  clerk  will  transmit  to  each 
bureau  with  his  quarterly  abstract  of  money  receipts  a  list  of  all  unpaid  claims  of 
record  on  his  books  for  a  period  of  30  days  or  more. 

Paragraph  16  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  is  amended  by  Memorandum  395  to  read  as 
follows: 

16.  Double  compensation. — Xo  person  occupying  a  position  under  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, other  than  as  a  retired  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Army.  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  or  Coast  Guard,  or  as  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Organized  Militia  or  Naval 
Militia  in  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  occupy 
a  position  in  this  department,  nor  shall  an  employee  of  this  department  occupy 
another  position  under  the  Federal  Government,  except  as  above  enumerated,  if  the 
combined  salaries  of  both  positions  exceed  the  rate  of  S2.000  per  annum,  nor  shall 
any  officer  or  enlisted  man.  within  the  exceptions  enumerated,  whose  retired  or 
active  pay  amounts  to  82.500  per  annum  or  more  be  appointed  to  any  position  in  this 
department.  But  officers  and  enlisted  men.  within  the  exceptions  enumerated, 
whose  retired  or  active  pay  does  not  amount  to  S2.500  per  annum  may  be  appointed 
to  any  position  in  this  department  the  salary  of  which  is  less  than  $2,500  per  annum. 

Irrespective  of  the  salary  involved,  no*  full-time  employee  of  this  department 
shall  receive  additional  salary  or  pay  for  any  other  service  in  this  department  unless 
specifically  authorized  by  law. 
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Penalties  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regulatory  laws,  as 
reported  to  the  bureau,  as  follows:

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WARNING  AGAINST  POLITICAL  ACTIVITY  BY  DEPARTMENT  EMPLOYEES. 

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  at  the  request  of  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission  the  following  is  published  for  the  information  and'  guid- 
ance of  all  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture: 

Competitive  employees,  while  retaining  the  right  to  vote  and  to  express  privately 
their  opinions  on  political  subjects,  are  forbidden  to  take  an  active  part  in  political 
management  or  in  political  campaigns.  This  also  applies  to  temporary  employees, 
employees  on  leave  of  absence  with  or  without  pay,  substitutes,  and  laborers.  Political 
activity  in  city,  county,  State,  or  national  elections,  whether  primary  or  regular,  or 
in  behalf  of  any  party  or  candidate,  or  any  measure  to  be  voted  upon  is  prohibited. 

Employees  are  accountable  for  political  activity  by  persons  other  than  themselves, 
including  wives  or  husbands,  if,  in  fact,  the  employees  are  thus  accomplishing  by 
collusion  and  indirection  what  they  may  not  lawfully  do  directly  and  openly. 
Political  activity,  in  fact,  regardless  of  the  methods  or  means  used  by  the  employee, 
constitutes  the  violation. 

Political  Assessments,  Solicitations,  and  Discrimination. 

Sections  118,  119,  120,  and  121  of  the  Criminal  Code  (see  35  Stat.,  1110)  provide 
that  no  legislative,  executive,  or  judicial  officer  or  employee  shall  solicit  or  be  con- 
cerned in  soliciting  or  receiving  any  money  or  contribution  for  political  purposes 
from  any  other  officer  or  employee  of  the  Government;  that  no  solicitation  or  receipt 
of  political  assessments  shall  be  made  by  any  person  in  any  room  or  building  occupied 
in  the  discharge  of  official  duties  by  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States; 
that  no  officer  or  employee  shall  be  discharged  or  demoted  for  refusing  to  make  any 
contribution  for  political  purposes;  and  that  no  officer  or  employee  of  the  Govern- 
ment shall  directly  or  indirectly  give  or  hand  over  to  any  other  officer  or  employee 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  to  any  Member  or  Delegate  to  Congress  any 
money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  the  promotion  of  any  political  object  whatever. 

Section  122  of  the  Criminal  Code  privides  that  whoever  shall  violate  any  provision 
of  the  four  sections  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
three  years,  or  both. 

Presidential  Officers. 

Presidential  appointees  are  forbidden  by  statute  to  use  their  official  authority  or 
influence  to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  person  or  body,  to  make  any  contribu- 
tion for  a  political  object  to  any  other  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  to  solicit  or  receive 
contributions  for  political  purposes  from  other  Federal  officers  or  employees,  or  to 
discriminate  among  their  employees  or  applicants  for  political  reasons. 

Otherwise,  a  presidential  appointee  will  be  allowed  to  take  such  a  part  in  political 
campaigns  as  is  taken  by  any  private  citizen,  except  that  under  departmental  regula- 
tions issued  by  the  State,  Treasury,  War,  Navy,  Interior,  Agriculture  and  Com- 
merce Departments,  and  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  the  Public  Printer,  he  will  not  be  permitted— 

1.  To  hold  a  position  as  a  member  or  officer  of  any  political  committee  that  solicits 
funds. 

2.  To  display  such  obtrusive  partisanship  as  to  cause  public  scandal. 

3.  To  attempt  to  manipulate  party  primaries  or  conventions. 

4.  To  use  his  position  to  bring  about  his  selection  as  a  delegate  to  conventions. 

5.  To  act  as  chairman  of  a  political  convention. 

6.  To  assume  the  active  conduct  of  a  political  campaign. 

7.  To  use  his  position  to  interfere  with  an  election  or  to  affect  the  result  thereof. 

8.  To  neglect  his  public  duties. 

It  is  the  duty  of  any  person  having  knowledge  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  the  civil-service  rules  or  Criminal  Code  to  submit  the  facts  to  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commission,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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
